4. In order to further illustrate the non-obvious nature of the invention claimed in the 
above-mentioned patent application, the following experiments were carried out by me or at 
my direction by individuals under my control- 

5. In Experiment 1 and Comparative Experiment 1 described in more detail below, the 

same water supply (Atlanta city water), cartridge design, and test rig were used, and the same 

60 second on/off cycle and NSF turbidity test method was employed. 
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S. The results show that when activated char is used, moderate turbidity is initially 
observed, but that this rapidly clears, and remains clear, over a long period of time. By 
contrast, when activated carbon powder is used, initial turbidity is much higher than with 
activated char, and the turbidity remains high over a significant number of cycles* Id 



This difference is significant because increased turbidity leads to decreased consumer 
acceptance of the filtration system, and can indicate an increased health risk. The difference 
in result is unexpected.
